they liave iimdc. So it is with societies. 
The nienibeis meet and celebrate this or 
that anniversary, and in doing so look 
back with pleasure upon the happy days 
of loBK ago or apeak with regret and sor- 
raw of tboae nembera who have passed 
atMy. It ia aocb an occasion as this that 
Division 8 of tb* Andrat Order of Hiber> 
nlans will provide for ita mtmban on 
Monday, October 19, the niaatMttlh an- 
niversary of its organization. 

County President I'atrick T. Sullivan, 
besides being one of the most earnest and 
enthusiastic members of '.he Ancient 
Order of Hibernians in the city, was a 
chartar member of Division 3. Of course 
he knowa the history of the division 
from its indpiency, and to him the Ken- 
tucky Iriab American is indebted for 
interestiDg facta from ito caUUiabment 
to the preaent time. 

Division 8 was organized on October 
13, 1884, by John M. Hennessy, who was 
at that time County President of the 
order. However, the members have de- 
rided to celebrate the anniversary on 
their regular meeting night instead of on 
the actual date of organization. The late 
John J. Barrett also ably assisted Mr. 
Henncaqr in Ita organintion and pre- 
dicted that night that this would be the 
banner division of the order in thia dty. 
The meeting was held in Reiach'a Hall, 
at Nineteenth and Portland avenue. 
Division :< then, as now, was made up of 
members from the nortUwcstern part of 
the city. Of the original charier mem- 
bers who met that night some are alive, 
while others have passed to their eternal 
reward. Numl)ered among the dead are 
John Sheehan, Bdward Malone, George 
Taafe, John Tiiomton, Michael Moore, 
Michad Dedey and Thomaa Kelly. 
Tboae who are alive are Oooaty Preddent 
Patrick T. Sullivan, Janm Oill, Michael 
Sheehan, Martin Fold, 8Ute Treasurer 
George J. Butler. Michad Uurner and 
Thomas Kennedy. 

The first oflTicers of Division " were: 
President, Michael Sheehan; Vice I'resi- 
dent, George J, Butler; Recording Secre- 
tary, Martin J. Poid; Pinandd SecreUry, 
John Sheehan; Traaenrer, Bdward Ma- 
lone. Before the year waa out Mr. Shee- 
han, owing to the preaa of other bndneas, 
was compelled to redgn, and Patrick 
Holler was elected to fill out the unex- 
pired term aa President. In 188') Mr. 
Holley was re-elected President, with 
Michael I. artier as Vice President; James 
Coleman, Recording Secretary; Nicholas 
Sheridan, Financial Secretary, and Dan- 
iel P. Murphy, now City Assessor, Treas- 
nrar. In 1888 Patrick Holley was again 
dwaea Prcaidcnt, with George J. Butler 
^ce President. A year later Jamea Cole- 
man was elected Praddeat. bntia 1888 
Patrick Holley was onee more diosen 
President. In 1890 Nicholaa J. Sheridan 
succeetied to the Presidency. He re 
signed the following November and Pat- 
rick T. Sullivan, now County President, 
was chosen to fill out the unexpired term. 
Be succeeded himself in 18111. Since 
then Patrick T. Mullen, now a member 
of the police force; Joeeph Taylor, Law- 
rtnee Macker ■ad Joba Oavanangh have 
eadi aervcd two teraia ■■ Preddent of 
iMvidon 8. Mr. Cavanragh waa aerving 
his third term whea h« niigaad last 
Monday night. 

The members of Division 3 have always 
been noted for their activity in Hibernian 
affairs and have bad representatives high 
in State and national councils since 1886, 
when James Coleman waa elected State 
Secretary and served in that capacity 
without oppodtion for dxteen years. 
During that time he attended the na- 
timul ooaventiaaa of the ocder in Lonia- 
vflle. Omaha, Haitfocd, Datrdt, ^oaton 
and Trenton. At cadi of tbaae conven- 
tions Mr. Coleman played an active and 
prominent part. To him the entire order 
is indebted for the system of electing the 
division ofificers prior to the State officers 
and the State officers prior to the national 
officers, whereas in former times the na- 
tiond officers were elected prior to the 
State and dividon officers. Michael Shee- 
han aerved aa State Treasurer in 1886 
aad George J. .Bntler ia the preaent State 
Treasurer, while Patrick T. Sullivan ia 
the first member of Dividon 8 to aerve ea 
County Preddent. Patrick Holley alao 
served as State Treasurer and aa State 
President. From this it can be seen that 
Division 3 always had members who 
atood high in State and national affairs. 

Mr. Coleman also deserves great credit 
for his work in securing the ritual now 
naed in degree work by the order. In 
the national convention at Boston a few 
years ago he made a plea for a revidon 
of the rltod tai/l Ua aaneitioa $U0 



was set aside for that purpose. The revis- 
ion of the ritual followed soon after. 

Among the old members of Division 3 
who attained prominence in the practice 
of thdr profeadon or in dty affaira were 
Bd T. Tiemey, Dr. WilHam B. Doherty 
and the late Alderman William Patterson. 
Mr. Patteraoa naidaed a aicmbcr of the 
order until his death. Dr. Doherty ia 
still an active member of the division. 
Mr. Ticrney is now a member of the 
Board of Public Safety. He ceased to be 
n member of the Bibendaaeaevenl yean 

ago. 

At present the numerical strength of 
the dividon la 110, but from 1886 to 1889 
thia diviaioa mnged from 108 to 167 
membera. It haa now more than f 1.000 
ia the treasury and ia probably the 
stronged dividon in the dty flaaadalljr. 
Since the edablidiment of the order 
Division 3 has pdd out more than |10.000 
in sick and death benefits. During nine- 
teen years only three men who were at 
any time officers of the division have 
die<l. They were Michael Decley, Ed- 
ward Malone and John Sheehan. Of 
these Mr. Deeley died while in office. 
Dividon 3 waa cdled the mother of Di- 
vidont 6 and 6. Both of theae divialona 
flonriahed for a time and then dropped 
out of ezidence. When eedi of (heee two 
divisions were eaUblishcd Dtddoa 8 lod 
twelve of its most active members. 
Amonj; the members of the division who 
were lo.tt to the order tlirou«h death weie 
the following excellent }i< iil1emen: John 
Thornton, John A. iJree, John Stewart, 
Mike Reardon, h. M. O'Marn, Henry 
Lawler, John Burns, Michael Deeley and 
C. A. Barns. All of these died members 
of the order in good standing, true to the 
prindplea of frienddiip, nai^ aad Chria- 
tiaa charity. 

For many yeara Division 8 md at 
Nineteenth and Portland, but during the 
past year its meetings have been held at 
Hibernian Hall' on the first and third 
Mondays of each month. The anniversary 
celebration promises to be a ple<isant one, 
where the members will delight in re- 
eoanting the deeds of other days and 
feaew tlidr pledgea to the priadp^ of 
the order.

John J. Crotty 
8nhmitte<l a report from the Kntertain- 
meiit Committee recommending that a 
euchre be given to secure funds to carry 
on the pnrpoee of the organication.

The Lonisrille Council ol the Kaights 
f Columbus sent a communication an- 
nouncing the withdrawal of its delegates 
from the federation. It was explained 
that the Knights of Columbus were aot 
opposed to the federation movement, but 
were simply acting under the national 
charter, which forbids the Knights as a 
body affiliatiag with any other aodety.

Jamea B. KeUy, the 
new Grand Preaident of the Yonag Mea's 
laadtnte, waa called upon aad tdd how 
the Grand Coundl recently indorsed the 
resolutions of the National Federation. 

The membeis pledged themselves to 
ask the bodies they represented to do- 
nate prizes for the euchre. It was an- 
nounced that mass was being celebrated 
regularly every Sunday at the Industrid 
School of Reform. This haa been brought 
about through the efforta of the Jefleiaon 
County Paderatioa aad with the aid of 
Jadga Matt O'Ooherty, a member of the 
Board of DiiaeKm of the Rd^m School.

This branch is made up to a great ex- 
tent of members of St. John's ftarish. Its 
headquarters have been at St. John's and 
the Very Rev. Father Bax has been its 
Spiritual Director ever since its estab- 
lishment. It was organized in St. John's 
sc)>od haU on October 28, 1878. The 
charter laeahe r a were John J. Barrett, 
Bdward Shadaa, Thomaa Hill, Michael 
Grogan, Maitfa Shanghneaay, Julins 
Coenen, Pat Byron. Dominic Bax, P. P, 
Baron and John Ruddy. Of these four 
are numbered among the dead. They 
are John J. Barrett, Martin Shaughnessy, 
Dominic Bax and John Ruddy. John 
Barrett was the first President of the 
branch. Edward Sheehan was its first 
Secretary and P. P. Baron ita first Treas- 
urer. During the first year of its exist- 
ence Branch 26 numbered onljr twenty 
members an tdd. 

In 1879 Dominic Baa waa daded to the 
Preaidency. while Mr. Sbedwa waa re> 
eleded Recording Secretary. Theae offi- 
cers served several years. Jnst how long 
is not definitely known, us part of the 
records have been misplaced. From 188G 
till 1891 inclusive Edward Sheehan was 
President and William Osborne, now de- 
ceased, was Recording Secretary. Siuce 
then John A. McCarthy, Charles J. Desse 
and Albert P. Martin served two terms 
eaOt M Fvaddeat, while B. 4

Now that a brighter day appears 
to be dawning for Ireland, it ia 
pitifol to aee old (actional fights 
renewed among patriotic people of 
our race both at home and abroad.

In turn this 
self-constituted hero, who wants to 
claim , who does claim, all the 
credit, who thinks he has suffered 
most, and says he has made the 
most sacrifices for Ireland, is being 
roondly abnaed by the leaders of 
other factions. And in Ireland this 
week there was a free-for-all fight 
at the polls over the election of a 
member of Parliament. The Red- 
mondites and the anti-Redmondites 
fought with clubs, and for what? 
Not for Ireland, not for a seat in 
Britiib Parliament, but fbr purely 
selfish motives. 

This factional fighting must be 
stopped if we ever intend to make 
Ireland • nation free and Inde- 
pendent. If we most fight, let us 
fight the common enemy. We 
must learn to conquer ourselves 
befote we can conquer the British 
tyrants. In our factions lies our 
weakness. It was this very trouble 
that led to Ireknd'a downfall. The

There is work for all of 
them and plenty of it. There ia a 
place for the Nationalista, who be- 
lieve they will aeeture some th ing 
from Parliamentary aj^itation, but 
all must work together. It is only 
a selfish, a damning ambition, that 
pro mpte one factitm to aet itself 
upon a pedestal and expect the 
throng to incense it with swinging 
censers and cry ah>nd: "You're it! 
You're it! You're it!" 

Remember, brethren, when Rob- 
ert Emmet's epitaph is written 
there will be glory enough to go 
round. The land that produced 
Brian Boru, Red Hugh O'Neil, 
Sarsfield, O'Bryan, Wolfe Tone. 
Robert Bmmet, Danid O'Ooandl, 
Tom Moore, Oliver Plunkett, Par- 
nell, Mitchel, Stephens and O' Ma- 
bony, has never ceased tq honor 
them, even though many of them 
held opposite views. As there is 
glory and fame for these, so will 
there be glory and fame for the 
rest of us when the time cornea. 

None of us are infal"ble. None 
of us has the ri^ht to say "Ours is 



the only way." Be patient, be for- 
bearing, be generous to others. 
It is indeed a strange, sad thing to 
see a nation like the Irish, pro- 
verbial in its haspitality to the 
stranger, as Lever puts it, 
■Figbtln' Uke divila fbr oencnia- 
thm and hatin' eadi other for the 
love of God." 

We do not question the honesty 
or earnestness of purpose of any of 
these factional leaders. They are 
all in favor of the freedom of Ire- 
land, but they are acting the part 
of diUdfeo, who refuse to play un- 
less you play their game. Get 
together yon men of Irish bloofV 
Lay aside your personal grievances 
and ambitions and piepars to fight 
the common enemy.
